Does a person who runs for a city council 


position in Kerens have to be a registered 
voter? 


Only If the candidate is running for 


mayor, according to the Texas Municipal 
League in Austin. 


Kerens city secretary Kenneth Ray said 


he asked for an opinion from the Municipal 
League recently on that matter after 
receiving a similar inquiry. 


"The attorney for the Texas Municipal 


League in Austin told me that a candidate 
must be a registered voter if he is running 
for mayor, but not if he is running for a 
council position," Ray said. 


Last July I ordered and paid for three 


gold-plated Bicentennial dollars from the 
United States Coin Company In Greenville, 
North Carolina. After months without 
receiving my coins, this week I finally 
received a letter from a North Carolina 
attorney stating that the company Is broke 
and mat he had been appointed by the 
court as receiver in my behalf to prevent 
the loss of the money I sent in and to fill my 
order. In order to do so, however, he said I 
would have to purchase additional coins. I 
do not want to be forced to buy additional 
coins. How do I get my money back or the 
coins I ordered? 


Getting your money refunded may prove 


difficult, as law enforcement officials in 
Greenville, North Carolina say they have 
never heard of the company or the at- 
torney you mention. 


Yet, the Pitt County, North Carolina 


District Attorney's office said they have 
heard no compliant* against the company, 
either. 


Charles Williamson, of that office, said 


that this was the first he had heard of the 
company or of its problems. And he said he 
had heard nothing of the attorney sup- 
posedly practicing in Greenville, either. 
The telephone company had no listing in 
his name, and since the only address he 
gave you was a post office box, there was 
little way for Williamson to immediately 
check the lawyer out. 


The Greenville police department is 


looking into your complaint and Lt. A. G. 
Whitacre of that department said any 
information they discover will be for- 
warded to the district attorney there for 
action. Whitacre said he would also notify 
Action Line of any developments, and we 
will pass that on to you. 


Since the attorney asked for a reply 


within 15 days from you, your best bet 
would seem to be to ask for a full refund, 
both men agreed. 


Meanwhile, since you saw the ad- 


vertisement for the coins in a Dallas 
newspaper that is delivered by mail— 
whether you received it that way or not— 
Corsicana Postmaster Wayne Norris said 
postal fraud, a federal offense, is also 
involved if the company is, indeed, 
defrauding the public. 
. If you ask him to do so, he said, he will 
forward your case to federal postal in- 
spectors for investigation also. 
Is It legal to use the city's tennis courts

That is not the intent of the city in 


providing and maintaining the courts in 
dty parks, according to City Mgr.

rivate teachers to use them for gain.

In several larger cities I have visited 


and eaten In there Is a system of rating 
cafes and other eating places with an A or 
AA or B, and so forth. 


I was wondering if Corsicana could 


adopt such a system, letting each of us 
know the rating by posting it on the win- 
dow. 
Some of the kitchens in their 


restaurants are unusually dirty. 


Editor Bob Armistead said the ratings 


you refer to are done by private bodies- 
tour guides, newspapers, etc.—and not by 
public agencies such as the city or state 
health department. 


The restaurants put the ratings on their 


walls if they get good marks, but skip them 
if they dc n't like the ratings they got. 


"We thoufe:V t a little about a restaurant 


review column; it's the 'in' thing on big 
city newspapers," Armistead said. "But 
there are problems with it in a small city 
served by a comparatively small number 
of restaurants. 


"We make enough people mad at us by 


saying what we think in politics. We don't 
want to add a bunch more ruffled feelings 
by criticizing some restaurant's lemon ice 
box pie or somebody else's tortillas."

Local precinct changes eyed

DALLAS—The redistricting 


proposal which Navarro County 
commissioners 
presented in 


federal court here yesterday 
leaves present county precinct 
boundaries outside of Corsicana 
where they presently are. The 
plan does change boundaries 
inside Corsicana. 


The plan retains the present 


hour-glass shape of Precinct 
One, 
a shape that has been 


criticized by the black plaintiffs 
in the case who are seeking a 
predominately black district. It 
does switch some population 
from Precincts One and Two 
and puts it in Precinct Four. 


The plan was drawn up by 


Arlon Simmons, former county 
commissioner. 


THE 
NEW 
PLAN 
was 


prepared by the request of 
Federal District Judge Sarah T. 
Hughes, who asked for an 
alternate plan during the first 
week of trial. The proposed 
redistricting lines were drawn 
up according to 1970 census 
figures 
and 
follow 
census 


bureau enumeration districts 
within the city. 


Enumeration districts are 


small districts inside of a city or 
county which list the population 
inside the district and the racial 
make-up. 


Simmons said the 
major 


guidelines 
he 
used 
were 


equalization of population and 
the 
historical 
boundaries. 


Simmons gave the following 
information 
concerning 
the 


proposed precincts:

SIMMONS SAID that

new plan is 8.1 per cent.

cent; 


Precinct Three's deviation is 2.2 
per cent; and Precinct Four's 
deviation is 3.6 per cent. The

has a

deviation of 16 pre cent using 
the 1970 census figures. 


"The general configuration is 


not much different from the 1969 
plan," Simmons said. Simmons 
said that he tried to keep the 
same historical boundaries and 
equalize the population in each

Simmons said that he also 


tried to locate each of 
the 


candidates who had filed for

AUSTIN (AP) - The Texas 


Supreme Court held today that 
Beaumont cannot require liquor 
stores to close at 8 p.m. 


The high court wrote no opin- 


ion but said there was no rever- 
sible error in a 2-1 court of civil 
appeals decision that voided a 
Beaumont ordinance. 


Freeman Royers and other 


challenged the ordinance. The 
trial court upheld it, but the ap- 
peals court said, "There is no 
authority in the Texas Liquor 
Control Act for the ordinance 
under review. 
Furthermore, 


this ordinance is inconsistent 
with the act." 


The appeals court said it is 


true that the act says such 
stores may not stay open after 
9 p.m., but this simply is anoth- 
er way of saying they may stay 
open until that time.

that he doubted the accuracy of 
the figures provided by the 
plaintiffs.

HE SAID under the county's 


new plan Precinct One would be 
33.5 per cent black; Precinct 
Two would be 28 per cent black; 
Precinct Three would be 19 per 
cent black and Precinct Four 
would have a very low per- 
centage of blacks. 


Cline said that under the 


plaintiff's proposed new plan 
precinct A would be 66 per cent 


Will the judge draw her own? 


Larry Daves, attorney for the plaintiff's in the Navarro 


County redistricting suit, said after conclusion of testimony 
Tuesday that there was no doubt that the county would be 
redistricted, but that the redistricting might not resemble 
either redistricting plan presented in court. 


"She will probably draw her own plan, and it probably 


won't look like either one of our maps," Daves said referring 
to the two maps presented depicting redistricting plans. One 
of tiie plans was submitted by the plaintiff's and one plan was 
submitted by the county. 


"I'm sure she'll be personally involved in it," he said. 
Earl Luna, attorney for the defense, said that he did not 


know what the judge would do, but he hoped she would im- 
plement the plan submitted by the county.

Hubbard superintendent remains, 4-3

HUBBARD — Supt. of Schools 


James Cummins received a 
shaky vote of confidence from 
the Hubbard School Board last 
night after lengthy debate in 
both open and closed session on 
a resolution to ask for his 
resignation. 


Voting 
in 
favor 
of 
the 


resolution were newly elected 
board members Buster Bailey 
and Mrs. Charles Rutledge, and 
Mrs. Marianne Dunlap. Voting 
against the resolution were 
board president H.M. Morris 
and members Bill Powell, P.D. 
Bonds and Dr. J.M. Ryman. 


The resolution, authored by 


Bailey, called for Cummins' 
resignation on July 1. "My 
opinion is that it will bring about 
the least possible harm to the 
community, to the school and to 
the professional standing of the 
superintendent," Bailey said. 


DR. RYMAN immediately 


asked 
Bailey 
the question 


"Why?" "It has nothing to do 
with accreditation that I have 
ever heard of. There was no 
mention of it on the platform of 
any of the new trustees. Surely 


you must have a reason," 
Ryman said. 


Bailey 
said 
he 
had 
no 


animosity towards Cummins, 
nor any complaint concerning 
any harm he had done. "My 
reasons are solely the ones I 
just gave," Bailey reiterated. 


Mrs. Rutledge sided with 


Bailey, saying "I feel that 
however many good qualities 
Mr. Cummins has, I feel that a 
majority of the community, at 
least, has lost confidence in his 
leadership. And until there is a 
change in administration, I feel 
that we are going to be largely 
stymied in what we can do." 


BONDS CAME to Cummins' 


defense, however, questioning 
Bailey's reasons again. "I've 
never seen you (Bailey) at any 
athletic contests or at school or 
anything. I'm just wondering if 
you even know James Cum- 
mins," Bonds asked Bailey. 


"Personally, 
no," 
Bailey 


replied. 


"Looks to me like you've had 


a good brainwashing then," 
Bonds said. 


Bailey replied that he had 


nothing 
against 
Cummins' 


character, "or anything else. I 


don't think that we've ever had 
a superintendent that has put 
forth more effort than he has. I 
just do not agree with the issues 
that he does produce to us." 


CUMMINS 
SHORTLY 
en- 


tered the discussion himself, 
accusing Bailey of making a 
"mockery" of the proceeding. 
"One of the provisions of the 
Texas 
Open 
Meeting Law 


makes it possible for a school 
board to go into executive 
session 
in considering per- 


sonnel. Mr. Bailey made a 
mockery of that by bringing up 
this discussion in an open 
meeting," he said. 


Cummins then referred to a 


story in yesterday's Daily Sun, 
in which Bailey's resolution was 
mentioned. "Someone further 
made a mockery of it by having 
this story printed," Cummins 
said. "Mr. Bailey says he's 
concerned with my professional 
standing, but if you've seen the 
headline it doesn't look like he's 
interested in letting me resign 
just in case I want to," he said. 


Cummins then requested that 


the board go into executive 
session to discuss the matter 
further. That session lasted 
around 30 minutes, after which 


the 
4-3 
vote against 
the 


resolution was taken. 


PRIOR TO discussion of the 


resolution, the board voted to 
rescind an action taken at a 
meeting last week concerning 
applying $45,000 toward the 
district's bonded indebtedness. 
The motion to rescind was 
unanimous, with the exception 
of Bonds, who abstained. 


Powell, 
who 
made 
the 


original motion, then made 
another motion to place the 
money in an interest 
and 


sinking fund where it could 
draw 7V4 per cent interest. 
Money deposited in an interest 
and sinking fund can not be 
withdrawn, except to pay off a 
bond. 


THAT MOTION was opposed 


by Mrs. Dunlap, Bailey and 
Mrs. 
Rutledge, 
with 
each 


saying they thought the money 
should not be tied up in case it 
was needed to comply with the 
fire marshal's report. 


Mrs. Dunlap said she would 


also like to see the money go for 
educational purposes. "I would 
like to have the money go for a 
part-time music teacher that we 
turned down this year; I'd like 


to have it to continue improving 
the library, and I could sit here 
all night long and list the things 
we need that have nothing to do 
with building," she said. 


Morris said he felt that the 


money should go into the fund 
however, because it was clearly 
"earmarked" for that purpose. 
The money is a result of an 
increased tax rate, which was 
passed by the board prior to the 
second bond election. 


"WE TOLD the people right 


then that if the election failed 
we'd 
apply the money to the 


bonds," Powell stated. He also 
said he thought a reduction in 
the 
district's 
indebtedness 


would aid any consolidation 
efforts. 


The board then passed the 


measure, by a 4-3 vote with 
Bailey, Mrs. Dunlap and Mrs. 
Rutledge voting against it. 


In the only other discussion of 


the board, Powell called for a 
vote of the members to see if 
they were united on calling a 
bond election to build a high 
school for an estimated cost of 
$815,000. That vote was also 4-3, 
with Mrs. Dunlap, Bailey and 
Mrs. Rutledge voting against it. 


Daylight Saving 


time has had 


checkered history 


NEW YORK (AP) - Back in 


the 
1700s, 
frugal 
Benjamin 


Franklin proposed an idea for 
saving at least one hour a day. 
Franklin called his idea "Day- 
light Saving Time." 


His reputation as a scientist 


was so great in America and in 
Europe — where he had been 
the first American to receive 
an Honorary Degree from Ox- 
ford 
University 
and 
was 


serving as the first American 
Minister to France — that 
nearly everybody believes that 
his proposal was made for 
purely scientific reasons. 


Not so. Ben loved science, 


but he also loved parties. 


At the Court of King Louis 


XVI and his fun-loving Queen, 
Marie-Antoinette, Franklin was 
a great favorite — and Ben 
considered it his duty as a U.S. 
diplomat never to leave a big 


party too early. 


Consequently, getting up late 


one 
morning 
after 
having 


stayed up late the night before, 
Franklin wished the day includ- 
ed just one hour more of day- 
light — and he relayed his 
thoughts to the King. All that 
had to be done to assure one 
extra hour of daylight at the 
end of the day was to push the 
hour hand of a clock forward 
one hour. The King allegedly 
kept thinking about this revolu- 
tionary American idea until the 
French Revolution, and then 
the revolutionaries took all his 
clocks away from him. 


According to Bulova Watch 


Company's researchers, DST 
was not adopted by anybody 
until nearly 150 years later, 
during World War I — as a 
temporary emergency measure 
to aid the war effort. To be spe- 


cific, DST cut electric power 
consumption in war plants by 
adding an extra hour of day- 
light at the end of the business 
day, while simultaneously mak- 
ing wartime plant blackouts 
more effective. 


Today, most but not all 


American communities move 
clock and watch hands ahead 
an hour when DST starts, back 
when it ends. But many people, 
including experts on time, refer 
to DST as "America's annual 
bout with confusion" because 
observance has not been uni- 
form throughout the nation. 


For example, at 2 a.m. on 


April 24, 1966, more than 100 
million Americans living in 20 
states advanced clocks, watch- 
es and other timepieces by one 
hour. But more than 80 million 
other citizens either were not 
scheduled to go on DST at all 


or were to do so on a later date 
in the spring. 


There were then 18 states 


that observed DST on a state- 
wide basis, and 18 other states 
where it was observed in some 
way. 
In addition, there were 


and are isolated areas and 
communities across the country 
that observe what has been de- 
scribed as "wildcat DST," a 
sort of voluntary compliance by 
everybody without any formal 
legal sanction. In Indiana there 
was no official state .time at all. 
In Pennsylvania, on the other 
hand, the state was on Stand- 
ard Time, but 600 communities 
moved to DST on their own. 


In parts of Texas, North Da- 


kota and Alaska some 500,000 
Americans observe time one 
hour slower than 
Standard 


Time; 1,500,000 Americans scat- 
tered in communities in parts 


of Alaska, Idaho, Michigan, 
Oregon and Utah observe time 
one hour faster than Standard 
Time all year round; and an- 
other 45,000 Americans in cer- 
tain Alaska communities ob- 
serve time two hours faster 
than Standard Time all year 
round. 


In 1967, of 130 cities with 


more than 100,000 population, 71 
observed DST and 59 didn't. 


Complaints about the patch- 


work observance of DST finally 
led to the passage of a bill by 
Congress 
in 1965. Effective 


starting in 1967, it required all 
states that observe Daylight 
Saving Time to observe 
it 


uniformly from the last Sunday 
in April through the last Sun- 
day in October. 


However, the law affects only 


states; cities and other commu- 
nities remain completely free 


to set their own standard times 
and switch to and from these 
standard times whenever they 
choose. 


By 1970, only three states — 


Arizona, Hawaii and Michigan 
_ did not observe Daylight 
Saving Time. Michigan had ob- 
served DST in 1968 after the 
state legislature had voted to 
do so, but the legislative debate 
on the issue led to a statewide 
referendum - and DST lost by 
a margin of 488 votes. Some 
fanners consider DST illogical 
and impractical because "the 
cows 
and 
chickens 
won't 


change their schedules." 


Late in 1973, as a result of 


the energy crisis, nearly every- 
body agreed that the United 
States should switch to Day- 
light Saving Time as soon as 
possible, in the middle of win- 
ter.

Frontier Fire Hall at Niagara 
Falls roared as the candidate 
said: "The first thing I will do 
is insist welfare be a national 
obligation, and not put on the 
shoulders of the local people."

one. 


One candidate. 
Senator Henry M. Jackson 


campaigning for the Democrat- 
ic presidential nomination in 
New York. 


Jackson emphasized 
these 


different priorities to different 
audiences as the political pres- 
sure grew in New York from 
his two most serious opponents, 
former Georgia Governor Jim- 
my Carter and Rep. Morris K. 
Udall of Arizona. 


And in the last days of the 


campaign the senator reached 
out for a broader constituency 
than his major 
supporters 


among the labor organizations, 
Jewish communities and regu- 
lar Democrats. 


Jackson speeded up his pub- 


lic appearances 
to 
include 


blacks, Puerto Ricans and oth- 


er etnnic groups ana in one M- 
hour period made these promis- 
es: 


Puerto Ricans: "If elected 


president of the United States I 
will have in the White House a 
special assistant for Puerto Ri- 
can affairs so that problems of 
Puerto Rico and their impor- 
tance to the United States will 
not be lost in the bureaucratic 
jungle," he told the Puerto Ri- 
can chamber of commerce in 
New York. 


Jackson also promised "a 


more diligent prosecution of the 
bilingual education program" 
to further assist Hispanic vot- 
ers.

Blacks: "Medgar Evers died 


once, and I don't think we 
should lay the foundation for a 
second death," Jackson told 750 
students meeting in the gymna- 
sium of the Medgar Evers col- 
lege in Brooklyn. The college, 
with a 98 per cent black student 
body, is faced with reduction to 
a two-year institution because 
of New York's financial prob- 
lems. 


Jackson 
told them also: 


"We've gone through the long 
civil rights struggle to bring 
about the right to vote, to bring 
about integration, equal em- 
ployment opportunities and all 
of the other basic rights we're 


familiar with. The most impor- 
tant right is still denied, that of 
the civil right to a decent job 
and decent pay scale." 


Much improved as an orator 


on this campaign, the gray- 
haired Washington state sena- 
tor punches the air occasionally 
to emphasize his statements. 


"We've got so much work to 


do in this country that everyone 
is going to be busy in the Jack- 
son administration," he told a 
meeting in an upstate New 
York county with 14 per cent 
unemployment. 


He has told other listeners: 


"Every time you reduce unem- 
ployment 1 per cent you have 
$16 billion more in the Treas- 
ury. With full employment we'll 
have $100 billion." 


No one asked him to explain 


his mathematics, or questioned 
him about how he would reduce 


unemployment to 3 per cent 
from the present rate of more 
than 7 per cent. 


Not that there was much 


time for questions. Jackson 
made five campaign appear- 
ances one evening in Brooklyn, 


and his upstate New York trips 
were so tightly scheduled that 
the candidate could in all hon- 


esty beg off questions because 
he had to speed on to the next 
meeting place. 


He was caught only at Med- 


gar Evers College in Brooklyn. 
He m<. ?d among the student 


body to shake hands, only to be 
confronted by demanding stu- 


dents who insisted in knowing 
his plan to save their college. 
He didn't have one.

because their utility rates are 
so high. 


"I have written everybody 


from President Ford on down 
and nobody does anything," 
Virginia Trotter of Cleburne 
told the subcommittee on con- 
sumer affairs. 


A Garland resident, Nora 


Swanson, said her utility bills 
had tripled in three years, and 
she almost sobbed as she 
added, "I hope somebody will 
do something about it."

Sandra McQuinn, came pre- 
pared with a homemade chart 
to illustrate her rising utility 
Beet growers, 
refiner reach 
an agreement 


DENVER (AP) - The na- 


tion's second largest sugar refi- 
ner and beet growers in five 
Western states have reached 
tentative agreement on a new 
contract, avoiding what in- 
dustry sources said could have 
been an increase in sugar 
prices to consumers. 


Agreement between Great 


Western Sugar Co. and repre- 
sentatives of 4,000 beet farmers 
came early today, after a 5%- 
hour negotiating session called 
by Colorado Gov. Richard 
Lamm. 


Details of the contract were > 


not released, but Nebraska 
Gov. J.J. Exon said it provides 
the same terms as last year's 
pact. Great Western is supplied 
by growers in Nebraska, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, Kansas and 
Montana. 


Exon said parties involved in 


the talks hope the proposed 
three-year contract will be 
signed by Dec. 15. 


Lamm arranged the meeting 


after negotiations in the bitter 
dispute broke off and farmers 
said they might turn their sug- 
ar beet acreage to other crops, 
which industry experts said 
could have pushed up the retail 
price of sugar. 


Negotiations on the contract 


broke down .last month over 
grower objections to Great 
Western's demand that pay- 
ment be based on the amount 
of sugar the company extracts 
from each ton of beets.

Caffey had left on the furnace 
to keep the pipes from freezing 
and that had run up the cost. 


Another Dallas utility execu- 


tive, T.L. Austin Jr., advised 
the subcommittee to adjourn 
and go home and the problem 
of high gas and electricity bills 
will "take care of itself." 


"The only way to get prices 


down," Austin said, "is to stop 
inflation in the whole world, 
and we can't stop inflation until 
Congress stops passing spend- 
ing bills." 


Austin is chairman of Texas 


Utilities Co., which owns three 
electric utility companies that 
serve four million Texans, one- 
third of the state's population. 


Austin said he expects his 


company's rates to go up 6-8 
per cent a year for the next six 
to eight years, and he asked, 
"Is all hopeless for the con- 
sumer? No—we can all use 
less." 
"I am driving a six-cylinder, 


standard transmission small 
car," Austin said. "My home is 
modest and we have continued 
to add insulation, storm win- 
dows, weather stripping and to 
practice conservation of tem- 
perature, dishwashing and oth- 


er practices. We have had no 
bill over $100." 


Sen. Lloyd Doggett asked if 


Austin had no legislative sug- 
gestions—nothing other than 
that Texans should keep doors 
closed, run only "full loads" in 
the dishwasher and hang shirts 
in the sun to dry. 


"I guess that's right," replied 


Austin. 


Doggett left the table, telling 


two reporters: "I think that's 
the most arrogant testimony 
I've heard since Oscar Wyatt 
(chairman of Coastal States 
Gas Corp.) testified before the 
House Energy Crisis Com- 
mittee." 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Build- 


ing insurance rate increases, 
which will raise annual pre- 
miums on a $35,000 brick ve- 
neer house by $12 to $21, have 
been approved by the State 
Board of Insurance. 


Board Chairman Joe Christie 


said the relatively low 4 per 
cent average 
statewide in- 


crease points toward a possible 
leveling off in rates that have 
risen rapidly over the past two 
years. 


The increase will add $24 mil- 


lion to Texans' total premiums. 


Insurance men had asked for 


a 5.1 per cent increase at the 
board's Feb. 18 hearing. Board 
statisticians had recommended 


5.4 per cent. 


"There is every indication 


that inflation will not be as 
much of a problem during the 
life of the policies written un- 
der the new rates and we felt 
there should be a downward ad- 
justment 
of 
the 
proposed 


rates," Christie said in a state- 
ment. 


"I think the adjustments 


point to a general consensus 
that as inflation levels off there 
will be more stability and a 
leveling off of insurance costs," 
Christie said. 


He said the rates will take ef- 


fect in July or August. The 
board will decide the effective 
date later this week, Christie 


said. 


The increase will be the sec- 


ond in six months. A 6.9 per 
cent average statewide in- 
crease took effect Feb. 16. 


Rates for homeowners pol- 


icies, which account for almost 
half of the premiums paid in 
Texas, will rise 5.3 per cent in 
the Seacoast Territory, 5.2 per 
cent in the Central Territory 
and 4.8 per cent in the North- 
NorthwesUTerritory.

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


spite the improving economy, 
teen-age unemployment is at a 
record high and experts say job 
prospects for teen-agers will be 
dim for years. One authority 
calls the problem 'social dyna- 
mite." 


The Joint Economic Com- 


mittee of Congress, noting pre- 
dictions of severe unemploy^ 
ment through 1980, says it will 
result in increasing crime, drug 
use and other forms of antiso- 
cial behavior among the na- 
tion's teen-agers. 


"If that isn't social dynamite, 


I don't know what is," says Sar 
Levitan, director of George 


Washington University's Center 
for Manpower Studies. 


Levitan and other economists 


say today's youth — products 
of the postwar baby boom — 
are growing up without devel- 
oping 
adequate 
work 
ex- 


perience, creating a generation 
they say will burden society 
with higher welfare payments 
and other social costs for the 
next 20 years. 


"One of the most tragic con- 


sequences of the 1975 recession 
and the severe unemployment 
projected through 1980 is the 
economic, social and psy- 
chological impact it will have 
on many young people," report- 


ed the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee. 


"Prolonged unemployment," 


the committee said, "increases 
the incidence of crime, drug 
abuse and other forms of social 
behavior that can ruin a per- 
son's chance of achieving a 
productive life in the future." 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics said that at the height of 
the recession last year, about 
3.7 million youths — divided 
equally between teen-agers and 
those in their early 20s — were 
unemployed. They accounted 
for almost one-fourth of the ci- 
vilian labor force but almost 
half of all unemployed workers. 


Jobless rates for teen-agers 


and young adults have tradi- 
tionally been higher than the 
rest of the work force. The re- 
cession made it worse. 


While the over-all jobless rate 


has improved in recent months 
— dropping from a recession 
peak of 8.9 per cent last May to 
7.6 per cent in February — the 
teen-age jobless rate remains 
above 19 per cent, with 3.7 mil- 
lion still unemployed. For 
blacks, the situation is even 
more grim. Government figures 
show that 34.6 per cent of black 
teen-agers, age 16 to 21, can't 
find a job. In the inner cities, 
the rate exceeds 50 per cent. 


"There's a lot of wasted 


skills as the years go by," says 
Nat Goldfinger, the AFL-CIO's 
research director. "There's a 
generation of young people out 
there who don't have to get up 
in the morning to go to work. 
They have no work discipline 
and are left to hang around the 
streets." 


Goldfinger says that besides 


the higher crime and other 
problems that result, there's a 
great potential for political 
problems. "We're developing a 
group that's alienated, who are 
kind of cut off from the mainst- 
ream of society." 


The major reason for the per- 


sistent teen-age unemployment 
is sheer numbers. The postwar 
baby boom has swelled the 
number of teen-agers in the la- 
bor force from 4.8 million to 8.8 
million over the past 15 years. 
Each year, another 2.5 million 
enter the labor force. 


Although the birth rate has 


declined since the early 1960s, 
Levitan says this won't affect 
the work force until after 1980. 


Numbers are not the only 


reason for persistent teen-age 
unemployment. Women are en- 
tering the labor market in in- 
creasing numbers and are com- 
peting with younger workers 
for jobs. At the same time, job 


opportunities have dried up, 
such as in agriculture, once a 
major employer of teen-agers, 
where the size of the over-all 
work force has declined in re- 
cent years. 


The disappearance 
of the 


neighborhood grocery store and 
other small businesses that 
once employed teen-agers both 
full and part time, has also 
been a factor. 


"The kinds of job opportun- 


ities that kids had 25 years ago 
have 
largely 
disappeared," 


says Goldfinger. "Blacks, to a 
great extent, are locked into 
central city slum areas and es- 
pecially feel the loss of neigh-

the recession is the military. 
Pentagon 
officials 
say 
the 


armed forces have had no 
trouble meeting their recruiting 
goals, and could even afford to 
be more selective on who they 
choose. 


But even the military has 


provided only limited job op- 
portunities. This summer, with 
the i9i" crop of high school 
graduates entering the job mar- 
ket, economists says jobs will 
again be at a premium. 


To ease the problem last 


year, the Ford administration 
provided $500 million for 840,000 
summer jobs. A final decision 
hasn't been made for this sum- 
mer, but preliminary figures 
indicate about $440 million will 
be spent to put some 740,000 
teen-agers to work for the nine 
weeks. 


Economist Levitan says the 


federal government should be 
doing more, not only to help 
provide summer jobs, but also 
to increase long-range pros- 
pects. 


"To say the recovery will 


take care of the problem is 
painting too rosy a picture," 
says Levitan in criticizing the 
administration's policy of rely- 
ing on private industry to gen- 
erate enough work.

permanent jobs program for 
young people, establishment of 
a youth employment service 
within the U.S. Employment 
Service and more funding of 
the summer jobs program to 
provide at least as many jobs 
as last year.
